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The Four-Party System 


Sen. Goldwater s vigorous campaigning 
promises to throw more illumination on 
the tour-party system in U.S. politics than 
ever has been thrown on it before, except 
briefly during the pyrotechnics of politi­ 
cal conventions. 


The four-party system is the total of the 
two parties, each party subdivided within 
itself. 


Sen. Gold water has emerged as spokes­ 
man for the conservative wing of the Re- 
publi< an party, formerly led by the late 
Robert A. Taft of Ohio. But there is this 
difference — that the Ohioan had only 


an outside chance to overpower the East­ 


ern wing of the party, which successfully 


nominated Wendell Willkie. Thomas E 
Dewey and Dwight D. Eisenhower to ad­ 
vance its doctrine. 


Sen. Goldwater has the inside chance to 
do it 
Circumstances had given him an 
edge that seemed to have been blunted by 
the replacement of John F Kennedy with 
Lyndon B. Johnson but which now is turn­ 
ing sharp again as the Arizonian whets it 
on partisanship. 


DIVISION of opinion inside the Democra­ 
tic party, because among Democrats it is 
both section and ideological. Not all Dem­ 
ocratic conservatives are Southerners, but 
all Southerners are Democratic conser­ 
vatives. If they hold office they have to 
be 
The struggle within their party has 
been thrown into confusion bv the shift of 


the presidency from a Northerner to a 
Southerner. The confusion is going to be 
a prime source of campaign material. 
While democrats are scrambling to de­ 
termine whether President Johnson belongs 
to the labor unions that have been keep­ 
ing tneir party in power, the President 
will be doing some frenzied scrambling 
of iiis own. He has been proclaiming him­ 
self a conservative, but conservatism is 
not the pitch *hat has been keeping the 
Democratic party in power, and President 
Johnson must think of power first and 
foremost. He is the party leader now and 
does not belong to himself. 
He will be forced inexorably to a posi­ 
tion left of center as the campaign deve­ 
lops. The dissatisfied conservative wing of 
the Democratic party will make a public 
issue of this; there will be a two-way 
split. There might even be a three-way 
split — a five-party system. 


MEANWHILE, in the Republican party 
there will be a two-way split as Sen. Gold­ 
water makes his bid for ascendancy over 
the Eastern liberals. They have dominated 
the party since time of Herbert Hoover. He 
who himself was regarded as under their 
spell when he received the nomination in 
1028 
The anatomy of the four-party system 
never will have been put on display so 
graphically as it is about to be put there 
by the 1064 presidential campaign 
It will be the equivalent of a graduate 
course in U.S. politics.

of civil rights. Yet if the same 
things which he has just said 
had been spoken by Governors 
Barnett of Mississippi, Wallace 
ol Alabama or Faubus of Arkan­ 
sas. there would have been a 
tirade of criticism leveled in 
their direction, and they would 
have been called racists and 
enemies of the Negro. 
Mr. Dilworth, however, hap­ 
pened to be inspired to talk 
plainly and bluntly on delicate 
issues that have rocked t h e 
peace of his city. He had pre­ 
pared a speech on transporta­ 
tion for a seminar of 300 busi­ 
ness executives of the Chamber

We cannot support 20 
per cent of the Negroes in the 
North on relief and hope to sur­ 
vive.

WHAT MR. DILWORTH said 
is not surprising. 
The 
same 
point of view ha1' been express­ 
ed before in local communities 
by conscientious persons w ho 
really would like to help solve 
the racial problems but the sen­ 
sitiveness about giving advice to 
the Negroes has risen to the 
point 
where 
even 
prominent 
Negroes themselves are reluct­ 
ant to speak out because they 
are promptly attacked by Negro 
leaders in the demagogic cate­ 
gory. 
The use of the technique of 
street 
demonstrations, more­ 
over, has not been of as much 
assistance 
to 
their 
cause as 
some of the Negro leaders had 
hoped. Too often these demon­ 
strations have produced a bit­ 
terness between Negroes an d 
whites which did not prevail be­ 
fore. Incitement to violence has 
occurred. 
It's true that race relations 
have long been unsatisfactory 
from the Negroes' viewpoint, but 
it will be recalled that Negro 
leaders, trained in the law and 
anxious to assert constitutional 
rights, persisted for' many years 
in their legal battle and resort­ 
ed solely to methods of legal 
procedure. 
Thus, the biggest victory won 
in 100 years by the Negroes was 
the “ desegregation" decision of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in May 1954. There were 
no public demonstrations in and 
around Washington before that 
time, nor were there similar 
manifestations anywhere else. 
The court case was won solely 
by the arguments advanced by 
the lawyers, including Negro at­ 
torneys, 
through the 
lower 
courts 
and 
finally 
in t ii e 
Supreme Court itself. 


THE 
MORM. 
in all this 
is simply that more progress 
can be made by the use ot the 
voice of reason at the confer­ 
ence tables in the local com­ 
munities and by resort to legal 
procedures than can be achiev­ 
ed by demonstrations. 
Additional improvement 
will 
come 
in

America when the Negro lead­ 
ers themselves begin to speak 
out plainly against the dema- 
goguery and misguided advice 
that so many of their brethren 
have been giving, only to stir
